The report of the Special Mission to

The Empire must abandon Egypt 
definitely, or must say plainly to the 
Egyptian Nationalists, “J’y suis, jy 
reste.”’ The report of Lord Milner and 
his colleagues sets forth certain conclu- 
sions. It says that the word ‘ Pro 
tectorate"’ has become ‘a symbol of 
servitude in the Egyptian mind, that a 
radical change is needed, and that nothing 


Imperial point of view. Essential Byitish 
interests—such as our communications 
with the East—must be protected. We 
must retain a force in Egypt and must 
take “adequate security” that Egyptian 
policy shall be in line with that of the 
British Empire. Subject to these reserva- 
tions, Egypt is entitled to independence, 
and negotiations for a treaty which will 
give it to her ought to be begun without 
undue delay.

hopes or must conceal from the British 
peoples the magnitude of the issues that 
are now at stake. The naked question is 
whether full self-government is or is not re- 
concilable with British supremacy in Egypt 


British Empire. Can the Suez Canal re- 
main secure if we agree to repudiate the 
Protectorate? Can we afford to accept any 
Egyptian’s promise that under self-govern- 
ment Egypt would, not pursue a foreign 
policy hostile to our own? 
that the extremists will not be satisfied 
so long as a single reservation remains. 
It is admitted that the demand for the 
removal of the Protectorate comes from 
less than ten per cent. of the fourteen 
million inhabitants of Egypt. If we cannot 
afford to embark on this gigantic gamble, 
our Government ought to give its 
ultimatum now and take the consequences, 
whatever they may be. No British Govern- 
ment can dare to trifle with Egypt as Lord 
Salisbury’s Government trifled with Heligo- 
land. 

The need of British supremacy in Egypt 
is likely to be enforced hy the proceedings 
of the international conference which 
meets to-day in London. Représentatives 
of Great Britain, France, Italy, and Japan 
will discuss a possible revision of the 
Treaty of Sévres, which was to have 
settled everything, but has settled nothing, 
in the Near East. Under the Treaty the 
whole of Turkey in Europe, excent Con- 
stantinople, is assigned to Greece, who 
gets also a considerable area in Asiatic 
Turkey, including Smyrna. The Treaty is 
largely a dead-letter, because the Turkish 
Nationalists refuse to recognise it. Their 
leader, Mustapha Kemal Pasha, is in ‘alli- 
ance with the Bolsheviks, and holds large 
areas of Asia Minor by the sword. At the 
London Conference Greece will plead for the 
full maintenance of the Treaty of Sévres ; 
Turkey will plead for its revision; and 
the position of the British Government 
will be highly embarrassing. Its foreign 
policy demands a solid barrier against 
Turkish aspirations in the Near East, and, 
if it owes nothing to King Constantine, 
it owes much to M. Venizelos. Italy, 
however, does not like the sudden aggran- 
disement of her Greek: neighbour, and 
France's foreign policy always has been 
based upon the principle of a strong—or, 
at any rate, not negligible—Turkey in 
Asia. It is quite possible that the out- 
come of all these cross-purposes will be a 
revision of the Treaty which will please 
neither Greece nor T What may 
be taken from the one be enough to 
give her deep offence, yét not enough to 
satisfy the other. Jf, however, Turkey is 
not satisfied, we must continue to count on 
all the mischief that she can contrive in 
India, Mesopotamia, Palestine—and in 
Egypt. The Treaty, by the way, binds her 
to recognise that British Protectorate over 
Egypt which we are now asked to repudiate 
inthe interest of Egyptian independence. 
With India in tarmoil, Palestine the sub- 
ject of a great experiment, and Bolshevism 
seeking what it may devour in Asia Minor, 
is this a time to risk, however slightly, 
our command of the gateway between 
West and East?

REMARKABLE “FIND” IN 
DUBLIN. 


“IMPORTANT DOCUMENTS 
SEIZED.” : 

Following closely on the blockade of a portion 
of the North side of Dublin, an investment took 
place on Saturday evening by military and 
Auxiliary Police of the South Frederick sfreet 
area on the South side of the city, and in con- 
nection therewith the following official state- 
ment was issued yesterday evening :— 


On Saturday a raid was carried out in the 
neighbourhood of South Frederick 
street, Dublin, by a mixed party of 
military and Auxiliary Police. 

Some rooms were searched which, from 
their contents, showed them to be used 
as headquarters of the. Irish Re- 
publican Army, and a number of im- 
portant documents were seized. 


The investment of the area in question com- 
menced early on the afternoon of Saturday, 
and continued until half an hour after 
‘“‘ Curfew” had been in operation, The area 
controlled comprised the block of streets and 
buildings bounded by Nassau street, Dawson 
street, Molesworth street, and Kildare street, 
South Frederick street, where the important 
“find” is reported to have taken place, being 
sandwiched in between these thoroughfares. A 
large force of military and Auxiliary Police 
were engaged in the operations, which were 
conducted with great thoroughness and detail. 

A honee-to-house search was conducted, and 
South Frederick street and Dawson lane were 
particular places where the forces were con- 
centrated. Pedestrians. were stopped, and, 
while in some cases searches were made of 
civilians, the greater number were merely qués- 
tioned as;to their business in the locality. 
Satisfactory answers being given, they were 
allowed to proceed on one side of the streets 
occupied or told to take a route home outside 
invested area. Armoured ears with 
powerful searchlights moved constantly through 
the locality after nightfall, and great numbers 
of people viewed -the operations of the military 
with interest. 

It is not stated in what particular house 
in the South Frederick street area that the 
important documents were seized, but the dis- 
covery is looked upon as one of great im- 
portance by the authorities. The nature of 
the documents has not been disclosed.

At about 11.5 o’clock this morning a Ford

Each of the occupants of the car opened tire 
on the different parties, and one of the 
attackers was seen to be wounded in the 
left arm, but he effected his escape.

“The Burrow ” attacking party were definitely 
seen to take cover and fire from behind the 
shelter of women and children. 

A portion of the exploded bomb was picked 
up by the officer in charge of the Auxiliaries, 
who suffered no casualties. 

From inquiries made it appears thet the tour- 
ing car, with the Auriliaries.on board, was 
going from the city towards the Phenix Park, 
and that a stop was made at Phibsborough 
Roman Catholic Church, the officer in charge 
getting out of the car to have a conversation

As 
is usual on Sunday at this particular hour 
(eleven o'clock), a large number of people were 


| gathered about the precincts of the church, and 


many others were parading the footpaths on 
each side of the road where the motor car had 
made a halt. Suddenly a number of revolver 
shots, veriously estimated at from twelve to 
Fiwenty, were heard from four different: points, 
three Auxiliaries were seated. A bomb was 
the greatest excitement prevailed. 

People in the vicinity rushed helter-skelter for 
safety, and a great many sought the refuge of 
the chtrrch, Where, upon hearing the shote, 
many among the congregation threw themselves 
flat on the floor. In ‘the meantinie, the 
Auxiliaries opened fire on their assailants. and 
left their car with the object of giving chage to 
them. The presence of so many civilians, and 
especially young children, however, considerably 
hampered the movements of the Auxiliaries, as 
indistriminate fire would undoubtedly have re- 
sulted in the loss of many innocent lives, 

As stated in the ‘official report, one of the 
attacking party was observed to have been hit 
in the left arm, but he wes.able to make good 
his escape. It is stated that one of the is” 
attacking parties fired from behind the shelter 
of women and children. A rumour gained 
currency at this time that a young girl h

TROOPS AND REBELS IN 
CONFLICT. 


THIRTEEN CIVILIANS 
KILLED. 


EIGHT PRISONERS TAKEN. 
The following official report was issued 
last. night by. the Irish Military General 

Headquarters :— 

This afternoon a party of the 2nd Battalion 
of the Hampshire Regiment surprised 
a body of armed civilians in a house 
near Midleton, County Cork (martial 
law area). 

The civilians split up, some taking up posi- 
tions in the garden of the house, and 
others firing from the house itself. 

After a fight of nearly two hours’ dura- 
tion, three wounded and five un- 
wounded men were captured, and 
thirteen were found dead.

He was taken from 
the house about twenty yards along the road, 
and then shots were heard. Soon afterwards his 
relatives rushed out and found his body on the 
roadside. They ran to the village for Father 
Cunnane, ©.C., but the man was beyond all 
spiritual aid. Geoghegan had been co-opted a 
member of Galway Rural District Council some 
time ago. Father Corbett, P.P., and Father 
Cunnane, C.C., made touching references to the 
shooting at the Moycullen Masses to-day, Father 
Cunnane broke down whilst speaking of his 
dead parishioner. Geoghegan’s house 
raided on the day following the Kilroe ambush 
and r to that occurrence. 

It is also reported that later this morning the 
house of Mangan Daveron, Poulnagclough, was 
visited "and inquiries made for him.

Mrs. Connell en- 
deavoured to turn them away, but was seized 
by one of the men and carried into the yard. 
Four others went upstairs to the room where 
her husband was, and she heard shots. Shortly 
afterwards the men came down, and said to 
Mrs. Connel]l’s captor: “It’s all right now.” 
She was then liberated, and on going upstairs 
found her husband lying in the bed. He gave, 
she says, two sighs and did. He had eight 
bullet wounds on his body. 


A SECOND MURDER.

His. wife heard 
shots, and after a minute or so he ran back and 
collapsed in the kitchen.. One man followed him 
in, and shot him through the neck as he lay 
on the floor. Hoe immediately expired with five 
bullet wounds in his body. 

Both Mr. Sweetnam and Mr. Connell were 
known to be excellent neighbours, and it is pre- 
sumed that they were murdered merely because 
they gave evidence in a recevt prosecution.

PROMPT AOTION OF CUNARD 
COMPANY. 


Our Liverpool Correspondent, legraphing 
last night, says—A new phase of Sinn Fein 
tactics manifested itself in Liverpool late on 
Friday night and during the carly hours of 
Saturday morning. It appears to have been 
designed with a view to preventing young Irish- 
men from emigrating te America, and thus de- 
pleting the number of possible reeruits for the 
Irish Republican Army. 16 took the form of 
raids by armed men upon boarding-houtes 
where Irishmen d Itishwomen were tem- 
porarily domiciled, pending their departure to 
America, am th reids were executed with 
great coolness and Getermination, Sentries were 
posted at different parts of the houses to pre- 
vent any escape by the lodgers, who Were per- 
emptorily ordered at the point of revolvers to 
produce their passports and ocean travel tickets. 
These were promptly confiseated by the raiders. 

TICKETS SEIZED. 
The scene of the raids is not far removed from 
Maip Dock road, and does not embrace an area 
of more than two hundred yards. Information 
supplied by the police ig to the effect that at 
about 10.45 on Friday night gon sé men, some 
of whom were armed with revolvers, called at 
the Irish Emigration Boarding-house, 96 and 98 
Great Howard stréet, o6écupied by Rose Casey, 
and said that they. were detectives from Liver- 
pool. They questioned five of the lodgers, from 


whom they took their any ive and passage 
tickets. These men should have sai for 


America by the Cundfd liner Cartmania from 
Liverpool on Saturday. The unwelcome visitors 
then Jeft the house. 

At about twenty minutes past cleven o'clock 
a party of about twenty men, all of whom are 
stated to have been armed with revolvers, raided 
the houses 23 and 25 Regent street, occupied by 
Mrs. Christie, and took the passports and travel 
tickets from fifteen Irithmen who were also in- 
tending passengers to America. A few minutes 
later the party, or some of tham, appeared at 
the ere gee 48 Regent street, occupied 
by David Lillie. One of the men knocked loudly 
at the door. When asked who he wae and what 
he wanted, he replied: “1 am from the 0€.1.D. 
Have you got a man named Nolan here?” The 
oceupier assuréd him thet there was nobody of 
that name there, whereupon several members of 
the party foreed their way into the house and 
asked to see the lodgers’ registration rogister. 
This was produced for their inspection, Two of 
the men afterwards went to the back kitehen 
door. Several others were on sentry in the 
street, and another posted himself on the bed 
room landing. The rest of the batid then pro- 
ceeded to make thorough search of the house. 
In a top bedroom they found four young Irish. 
men, whose passports they examined. Two of 
these they retained, together With the tickets 
for the Oarmania. They advised the men whom 
they had thus robbed “get back to Ireland 
fojmorrow, Subsequently the men left the 
house and dispersed quietly in various directions.
